This 
is a potential solution to an ongoing problem. 
The downside is that the trains have to be 
stopped exactly where there is an opening in 
the hedgerows.

SLAW SHIP FOUNDERS 

Winter-weary East Enders could have been 
forgiven for despairing as chunks of white 
stuff started washing up on bay beaches this 
past week—could it really be that cold still? 
The answer was no, as the white stuff washing 
up wasn’t snow or ice but rather chunks of 
coleslaw. Police were called to investigate the 
origins of the slaw, and it was soon determined 
that a tanker ship carrying upwards of 45,000 
gallons of coleslaw had foundered in the bay on 
the way to delivering the popular cabbage salad 
to Greenport and had leaked close to 25,000 
gallons of coleslaw into the water. Readers 
may recall, from reports of coleslaw shortages 
experienced last summer on the East End, that 
the North and South Forks of Long Island are 
entirely dependent on producers up-island for 
supplies of coleslaw. The tanker delivery to 
Greenport was part of the East End Coleslaw 
Authority’s plan to stay ahead of demand for 
the salad, which is known to spike on summer 
weekends. “We are experimenting with bringing 
slaw in by tanker ships,” explained Coleslaw 
Authority President Angie Salett. “And, despite 
the setback experienced during this trial run, 


FOURTH RAIL 

One funeral was held yesterday in Chippewa, 
Kansas for Williston Grange, a young man with 
an entrepreneurial spirit who approached 
Hamptons Subway on Monday about buying 60 
miles, our whole length, of the special Fourth 
Rail product he had invented and was now 
marketing.

BREAKTHROUGH AT THE LIGHTHOUSE 
The last stop Out East for Hamptons Subway | 
is at the Montauk Lighthouse. Around 4 
p.m. Wednesday, Harry O’Neil pulled his 
train in, attempted to brake to a stop where 
the tracks end before the wooden. barrier, 
but nothing happened. The train shattered 
through the barrier. Beyond it is just a thin 
dirt wall separating the subway system and 
the world outside—high up on the cliff above 
the lighthouse there. The train ripped through 
the dirt wall and, as fishermen below watched 
in horror, leaped out into sunshine and then 
fell down to the surf and rocks below where 
everything exploded. Just awful. Somehow, just 
two people lost their lives, and they were both 
convicted criminals who were midway through 
long terms at the Riverhead jail before escaping 
and taking the subway east. So no real harm 
was done.

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The Wright Brothers have received all the credit for making the first flight. But were they really the first cnes in the sky? 


First Flight 


Before Wright Bros, Man Flew in an Airplane Visible from the East End

The State of Connecticut has become 
convinced by a recent article in an aviation 
magazine that the first person to fly an airplane 
was not Wilbur Wright assisted by Orville 
Wright in North Carolina in 1903, but one 
- built and flown two years earlier by Gustave 
Whitehead, a German-born American immigrant 
living in Bridgeport, Connecticut. They say 
that his aircraft, “plane 21,” with him in it, rose 
up to 50 feet and flew more than a mile over 
Bridgeport and nearby Fairfield just before 
dawn on August 14, 1901. 

Unlike at Kitty Hawk, no clear photographs 
were made of Whitehead’s famous flight. And 
it is true that the propellers Whitehead used 
were more primitive than the ones used by the 
Wrights two years later. Also, the engines were 
not as powerful. 

The State’s claims rest on the article titled 
“Justice Delayed is Justice Denied,” written by 
Paul Jackson in the highly respected Jane’s All 
the World’s Aircraft magazine in 2013 making 
the case for the claim. Paul Jackson is the editor 
of that magazine. 

Editor Jackson says the government effort at 
digitalizing many old community newspapers 
back in the 1990s has uncovered many accounts 
never found before of Whitehead’s flight on that 
day, much of it as front-page news in small 
newspapers around the country. Whitehead’s 
plane 21 had curved bat wings that unfurled 
from the fuselage before each flight, had a 


fuselage in the shape of a rowboat and had 
three engines. One powered the front wheels 
to accelerate the plane along the ground, the 
other two powered each of the two propellers 
attached to the wings. With the pulling of a 
lever on board, Whitehead could transfer the 
power from the wheels to the propellers. 

The earliest of these accounts was written 
by the editor of the Bridgeport Sunday Tribune 
newspaper for the edition that came out 
four days after the event. The editor was an 
invited guest at that flight, as were several 
other people. 

Other newspaper reports have Whitehead 
flying a circular course over Long Island 
Sound between Bridgeport and Charles Island 
in January 1902, in full view of witnesses, 
even maneuvering into turns, something the 
Wrights did not do over Kitty Hawk, North 
Carolina in 1903. There were later numerous 
accounts by these witnesses, recorded on tape, 
film or video. 

As a result of these findings in 2013, Governor 
Dannel Malloy signed a measure that changes 
the state holiday “Powered Flight Day” so it 
honors Whitehead rather than the Wright 
Brothers. And this spring, the legislature is now 
discussing a bill to change “Powered Flight Day” 
to August 14 and to name Gustave Whitehead’s 
aircraft “America’s First Aircraft.” 

There continue to be claims that the Wright 
Brothers, not Whitehead were the first to 
fly an aircraft. But in Ohio, the home of the 
Wright Brothers, it turns out that the surviving 


Wright brother donated the precious aircraft 
that supposedly made that “first” flight to the 
Smithsonian Museum for a dollar in 1948 on the 
condition that the Smithsonian never attribute 
the first flight to any fliers whose efforts came 
before theirs. 

There are also others, including experts, 
who dispute the Whitehead claim. It’s often 
pointed out that the only known photo of the 
August 14 plane in flight is, because of the hour 
it took place, very fuzzy and the only other 
photographs of Whitehead’s aircraft flying with 
him in it 50 feet in the air is one where the 
aircraft is being towed into the wind by someone 
on the ground, so that doesn’t count. There is 
also a famous picture with Whitehead sitting on 
the ground with his daughter on his lap next to 
Plane 22, but that is not plane 21. It is also true, 
however, that several years ago, a Connecticut 
high school teacher had a group build a replica 
of the plane, which they successfully flew. 

The coastline of Connecticut is quite visible 
from eastern Long Island. Whitehead’s aircraft 
could have been seen flying from here, if it 
did. Is there anyone who has been told by 
grandparents or great grandparents looking out 
at the Connecticut coastline in 1901 and seeing 
that first airplane in flight? Perhaps an old 
photograph is in someone’s attic? If so, it would 
be very helpful to Connecticut’s claim.

They will, by definition, get you 
from here to there safely, not hit and miss safely 
with a human driver at the wheel who may or 
not be drunk, impaired, depressed, giggling or 
overmedicated.

It has always amazed me that every single 
person in the United States takes for granted 
that it is perfectly normal for 30,000 people in 
motorcars on the roads of this country. every 
year to get killed in automobile accidents. 

If self-drive cars are a success, do you 
realize what this means? At a certain point, 
cars without this feature will be banned from 
the roads. At a certain point, cars with this 
feature will only be allowed to be operated 
by their computers. Motorists inside the cars 
caught driving will be prosecuted. They will 
be prosecuted for endangering others. The 
number of people whose lives will be saved will 
be enormous. 

As for the Next Big Thing after that, I think 
all that is left is the discovery there are other 
creatures on other planets in outer space we 
could meet. At the present time, scientists are 
debating to change their approach from simply 
searching for a planet like ours to aggressively 
sending messages to them. So many planets 
like ours have been found that some scientists 
fear if we reach out rather than just observe, 
we might be getting ourselves into a hornet’s 
nest of deep trouble. It is so much better 
just to lurk off to one side. Others, however, 
want to surge ahead. What wonders the 
future holds. && 
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Inside the Hedgerows 


An Investment Banker, a 20-Year-Old Irish Girl & a Car Mystery in Wainscott

O ver the years, this publication has set its 
sights on keeping our community free of 
group house rentals that disturb the neighbors 
with bad behavior. We’ve written about young 
New Yorkers who have rented large homes from 
local residents with a cross-your-heart-and- 
hope-to-die promise that it would only be used 
by aging parents and a few of their friends but 
who then turn around and advertise online and 
in The Village Voice for party people to sign up 
by the weekend, 40 at a time, with mattresses 
on all the floors, to enjoy the pool, the decks 
and the good times. Responding to beer bottles 
thrown around, thumping music, trash and 
condoms hanging in trees, the local authorities 
have mostly been able to get these sorts of 
misbehaviors under control, leaving us free to 
rent houses out to the rich and famous who live 
more quiet lives behind the hedgerows. 

Well, Behind the Hedges is the name of one of 
our publications, and if you look through the 
glossy color pages of that magazine, you will 


see the beautiful tennis courts and gardens and 
lawns that grace the properties that surround 
these beautiful mansions that are inside all 
re-done by talented decorators to create 
private movie theaters, libraries, game rooms 
and stunning master bedrooms for those of us, 
in the game of life, who have made it to the top. 

This is all by way of a preview to what 
follows in the rest of the story, where the 
question of what went on, at least at 1 Clover 
Leaf Lane in Wainscott, in the early morning 
hours of August 20, 2013, is on display with the 
hedgerow parted, in a courtroom in Riverhead. 
This past week, the prosecution rested, and 
then the defense also rested. It has now gone 
to the judge. 

The house in question, a lovely mansion, was 
rented for August of 2013 year by Jason Lee and 
his wife, Alicia, for $33,000 a month. 

Jason Lee, 37 at that time, was an investment 
banker and managing director at the firm of 
Goldman Sachs. He has since left that company, 
although it was not clear whether he did so 
because of disagreements or a better job offer 


or just to defend himself, because, if convicted 
as charged he could be sentenced to prison. 

On the night in question, Jason Lee was out at 
the house in the Hamptons alone. His wife was 
in the city. It was also his 37th birthday. 

Before this trial began, the prosecution 
discussed evidence that one of Lee’s friends had 
allegedly been trying to find him a companion 
on a website that is fairly well known for hooking 
men up with prostitutes. It was thought, at least 
by Newsday, which reported this, that it might 
be used at trial, but when the defense took 
issue it was withdrawn. In any case, this was 
not about anything on a computer. It involved 
another person, a 20-year-old, very real young 
Irish girl whose name has not been revealed but 
who Calls herself D.D. 

D.D. had been out in the Hamptons that 
weekend to visit her brother. Her brother, also 
a native of Ireland, was working at the Surf 
Lodge in Montauk. D.D. had been working in 
Myrtle Beach and wanted to take a vacation, 
and he had invited her up for a visit. She’d 
never been here before. (Cont'd on next page)

Both D.D. and her brother, along with another 
Irish girl named Fiona—again, no last names— 
went to the nightspot Georgica, overlooking 
Georgica Pond on the Montauk Highway in East 
Hampton, for an evening of drinking, mingling 
and dancing. 

The nightspot closed at 4 a.m. that Saturday 
night. And by that time, D.D. had met Jason 
Lee, and Lee, as the bar was about to close, 
suggested that D.D. and Fiona and her brother 
and several other people continue to party at 
his home, not far away, into the night. They 
went. Also attending were some of Lee’s other 
friends, including one who had supposedly lent 
his SUV out to another man at the bar to take 
home some other people and who, after that, 
would return to Lee’s house. 

At the house, the prosecution said at trial, the 
party continued. Champagne was served. Lee 
took off all-his clothes and jumped into his pool. 
D.D. didn’t take off all her clothes but did take 
off enough to jump in with only her underwear 
on. There are conflicting stories of who jumped 
in first and who got out first. In any case, when 
Lee got out, he allegedly continued to be naked 
around the house. It was his birthday, after all. 

It was about 5:45 in the morning police 
received a call from the house from the owner 
of the SUV. He was reporting it stolen. As it was 
later testified to in court, Lee tried to get him 
not to call. The borrower would show up. But 
the man wanted his car. The police came. 

It is not clear whether the police left to 
come before or after the incident happened in 
the bathroom. In any case, when it happened

the police had not yet arrived. But D.D., who 
emerged dressed in dry clothes, seemed very 
upset, according to her friends. She talked to 
Fiona about what had happened in there. She 
said she had been attacked. 

The police arrived as dawn was breaking. 
Their initial 
supposed car theft. But during the gathering of 
the information about it, D.D.’s brother told the 
police that something more important should 
be looked into. It involved his sister. She was 
very upset. And they needed to talk to her. And 
so they did. D.D. told them that Jason Lee had 
raped her in the bathroom. She then recounted 
the story that, one-and-a-half years later, she 
re-told in a Riverhead courtroom after she 
and Fiona, who had both returned to Ireland, 
came back to testify. It was the first time she 
had been in the same room as Jason Lee since 
that night. 

According to D.D., still in her wet underwear 
from the pool, she had gone into the bathroom 
to change into dry clothes. She had not locked 
the door. It opened, and naked Jason Lee tried 
to get in. She pushed the door to hold him 
off, but in he came. He then pushed her to 
the floor, held his hand over her mouth and, 


investigation was about the 


D.D. said, raped her. She said she had not only 
not consented; she tried to fight him off. She 
bit his hand and finally, getting partially free, 
she kneed him in the privates. He then got 
up and left. ae. 

It was said by prosecutors that the police 
found Jason Lee “hiding” in the backseat of his 
Range Rover parked in the driveway outside. 
But I think that is an overstatement. He was 
having a very bad day. It was his birthday, 
the police were at the house and now they 
were talking about arresting him, not the man 
involved with the missing car. I think he could 
have gone outside to make phone calls and 
send texts. He texted a friend. He texted his wife 
to tell her he was okay but he was in trouble. He 
allegedly contacted several cab companies and 
received a text from Uber. 

It was true that the police went looking for 
him. But he had not run away. They found him, 
an investigator said, curled up on the backseat. 
Maybe he was asleep. Who knows? Everyone, 
it seems from the reports, had had quite a 
bit to drink. 

Jason Lee’s wife accompanied him to court. 
In court, Jason Lee pled not guilty. He insists 
that he had consensual sex with D.D. and that 
the surveillance cameras that were everywhere 
(but not in the bathroom). would show that they 
had paired off. He was defended by a notable 
Houston lawyer, Andrew Lankler, assisted by 
Eddie Burke Jr., the Sag Harbor lawyer who 
had defended Lizzie Grubman all those years 
ago when, in her Mercedes, she backed into 
a group of people (Continued on page 28) 
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standing outside a nightspot in North Sea 
who were waiting to get in and then, after 
they complained, called the victims (some of 
whom were injured) “white trash,” witnesses 
said, before driving off. Grubman served 
38 days in jail. 

After Jason Lee’s arrest, the forensic people 
and the detectives went into Clover Leaf Circle 
and dusted for fingerprints, looked for clothing 
and other evidence and, in the bathroom, 
bodily fluids. D.D. went to the Peconic Bay 
Medical Center, where she was examined 
by a registered nurse. They found her to be 
very upset, weeping and crying. They did not 
find semen. She did exhibit scratches and 
bruises, including one on her private parts. 
D.D.’s_ saliva, meanwhile, was found on the 
pants Jason Lee wore that night when he 
got dressed after being in the bathroom, on 
the groin area and around the pockets. It’s 
been speculated that when D.D. bit him, her 
saliva had been transferred to his pants when 
he put them back on for the encounter with 
the police. (The defense attorney suggested 
the saliva suggested possible oral sex, but 
withdrew the suggestion when the prosecutor 
asked, “Would he have had to put his penis in 
his pocket for there to be saliva there too?”) A 
dress allegedly worn by D.D. was produced. An 
earring that belonged to D.D. was found on the 
bathroom floor. 

At trial, D.D. said she had gone to the 
house innocently because she liked him and 
wanted to. help him celebrate his birthday.

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Keith Mantell

Had Keith Mantell not named 
his lyrical equine fantasy 
cover art “Snack Time,” he 
could have as easily called 
it “A Midsummer’s Night 
Dream,” anticipating the 
season with wit and whimsy. 
And kudos to the Dan’s 
Papers production team 
for picking up the bottom 
red foliage and carrying the 
color to the paper’s banner logo, setting it 
against Mantell’s dark green, thus augmenting 
the painting’s dramatic design of light 
and shade. 

In the interests of authenticity, however, a 
viewer should block out the logo to see how 
Mantell has organized his 12” X 12” oil on panel 
composition, starting with the theatrical light 
from an unknown source offstage. The carefully 
painted horse and flowers reflect Mantell’s love 
of European and American 19th century realism 
and impressionism (Ah! that sculpted horse’), 
but also his appreciation of what he refers to 
as “an abstract expressionist idea” about color: 
that it “may not be exactly true to life, and the 
elements may flow together, but the goal is to 
make a fresh and spontaneous painting.” 


You sold “Snack Time” two years ago, and you 
mentioned that you dreamt of it recently and 
missed it. Does such a urge visit you often? 


No, but this painting had a special, 
almost magical origin. Some. years 
ago I was traveling around a poor, 
mountainous region in Mexico, and | 
saw this white horse with his tongue 
out, nibbling away on a floral bush. I 
always have my camera, so | started 
taking shots. Some time later, back 
home [on Long Island], I took a look 
at the images. It was winter, and 
the “horsey picture” just got to me, 
especially the horse’s “drunken eye.” 
And everything just came together. 


Your website lists “landscapes, 
other scapes and no-scapes,” and 
your portrait shows you with a Dali 
mustache. Do you like to infuse 
humor into your art or at least into — 
the promotion of your art? 

Hmmm... a sense of humor allows 
one to enjoy and see things a politician 
never would.... Without humor, there 
would be no flourishes in life. 

Its hereditary, its not my fault. Well, 
my brother insisted on the mustache. 


I did it on panel for a smooth effect 
though I also work on linen and canvas. 


You work in a number of genres—landscapes, 
seascapes, still lifes, the human _ figure, 
portraits. Your bio shows that you took classes 
at The New York Academy School of Fine Art. 
What came first and when? 

I always loved to draw, especially the female 
nude, but for years I did only sketches, and then 
I went to work at Sotheby’s and for 10 years 
managed a gallery in Southampton [Chrysalis]. 

In 2007, though, when I turned 50, I decided 
the time was right to go back to the creative 
side. I even found some old Grumbacher 
tubes from 30 years ago (they sure made paint 
better then). 

It’s hard to be an artist now, but I felt that if I 
was born to be one, I had to do it. I love to paint 
but I still go to the Southampton Cultural Center 
to do live-model figure drawing. 


You’re comfortable doing studio 
work and en plein air. In fact, you’re a 
member of Plein Air Peconic and exhibit 
with the group. Some of your landscapes— 
especially paintings of hills and valleys and of 
cottages and farm buildings—show an affinity 
for impressionist and _post-impressionist 
traditions, particularly in your geometric 
blocking of shapes and contour definitions 
around natural forms which recall Cezanne. 
I love doing both studio and en plein air, but 
I also like using my camera to capture images 
and do a bit of Photoshop manipulation before

Rhubarb Is a Lip-Smacking Spring Treat 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


My favorite rhubarb sauce 
recipe: 

Cut stalks into 1” pieces 
(discard leaves) and put into 
a saucepan with about %4” 
of water and white raisins. 
Bring to a bubble and cook 
on very low heat until tender 
and beginning to break down. 
Remove from heat and add 

“honey to taste. So delicious 
you will want to eat it every day! 

When I was growing up, late spring and 
early summer meant rhubarb (or “pie plant” in 
Nebraska,where I|_am from). It was one of my favorite 
foods of this season, in addition to peas from the 
vine. Not everyone grew rhubarb but those who did 
had so much that they begged others to take some. 
My mother was happy to help these ladies out and 
we had rhubarb every way possible; sauce every day, 
pie (not often enough), cobbler, jam and crumble. 

She did not freeze it, though it freezes well. In fact, 
when I worked in a restaurant in the city years ago, 
every year I got a case of rhubarb from the produce 
supplier, cut it and put it into pie pans as if I was 
going to make a pie right then, and put it into the 
freezer. When | wanted to make a pie, I added sugar 
and cornstarch to the frozen pie and baked it. Wow, 
was that good in the winter....or any time.

It’s beginning to look a lot like rhubarb season! 


Rhubarb is easy to grow and it is in the garden 
centers now. Be sure to choose a place where it 
can live for many years, as it can live to 20 years. 
I have read that it likes temperatures in the 40s in 
winter and no more than 75 in summer, but it thrived 
in Nebraska where the winter could be minus- 
something in winter and above 100 in summer. 

Before planting, remove all perennial weeds. 
Rhubarb likes well-drained, rich soil and full sun. | 
usually do not amend soil when | plant but I would 
for rhubarb because it likes VERY rich soil. I'd add 
good compost (not all compost is so “good”) and 
some organic fertilizer. If you are not opposed to 
using manure, put some of that in there also. Be sure 
the manure is well composted. Plant the crowns no 
more than one to two inches below the surface of the 
soil. Water well and mulch. Keep it watered through 
the summer—it does not like drought. It does need 
fertilizing every year to keep it healthy. 

Do not use a chemical fertilizer as it will burn the 
roots. Never use a chemical fertilizer on any plant—it 


kills the soil flora and fauna. My sister applies a very 
good layer of composted manure in the spring and 
has a bountiful harvest. You can do this in the fall to 
give the plant a good start for the next year. 

Now you must wait and not harvest it until the 
second year, or even the third year, to allow the 
plants to become well established. Patience is a 
virtue that is so difficult to have in the garden! When 
the stalks are 12-18” tall, pull them from the bottom 
of the plant with a gentle twist. Restrain yourself and 
do not harvest more than half of any plant’s stalks. 
(You might need more than one plant!) Harvest lasts 


eight to ten weeks. When the stalks start to become 
skinny, leave stalks to help the plant rejuvenate after 
being so generous with you. 

Cut seed heads when they appear. The plants may 
need to be divided every few years—and then you 
have more plants! 

Whatever you do, DON’T EAT THE LEAVES. THEY 
ARE POISONOUS! fi.

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House Tour Celebrates Southampton’s 375th

he Southampton Historical Museum will host 
its 6th annual Southampton House Tour on 
Saturday, May 30 from 1-6 p.m. The event will also 
celebrate the town of Southampton’s 375th birthday, 
complete with a champagne reception hosted by 
Sant Ambroeus Restaurant from 4:30 p.m.-6 p.m. 
This year’s tour is designed to. illustrate 
Southampton’s unique architectural history as 
well as its more modern, yet equally exquisite, 
properties. “These are houses that people actually 
live in, and they are very generous to open them to 
the public for this. It gives people an opportunity 
to see the difference in some of the houses right 
in Southampton. Some are older and more grand 
while others are smaller and beautifully restored. 
It’s important to see that older houses can be 
wonderful, too,” says Mary Lynch, a trustee and 
volunteer at the Southampton Historical Museum, 
which is dedicated to preserving historic 
Southampton architecture and documents as well 
as to educating the community on the town’s rich 
history. 
There are seven historic sites on the tour. 


The Saint Andrew’s Dune Church is also among 
the selected properties on this year’s tour. Partially 
reconstructed after the historic 1938 hurricane, the 
church boasts an intriguing history, and it retains 
much of its original stained glass installed before the 
storm hit. This beautiful red building is a historic and 
prominent Southampton landmark, situated with a 
picturesque view of Lake Agawam. 


Owned by local architect Brian Brady of Brady An iconic <Soomabonien windmill joins the tour. 


Designs, the Village Cottage is from the 1930s and 
has been well preserved and renovated to showcase 
prominent Southampton features. Speaking on what 
makes this property iconic, Brady says, “I think 
it’s because of the renovations it went through. It 
was built in the 1930s when the architectural styles 
weren’t really representative of historical homes in 
the village. This renovation takes it back to what it 
should have been.” The house retains its classical 
detailing on the exterior, while the interior has been 
renovated to be more conducive to modern day use. 


Also overlooking Lake Agawam sits a grand 
1920s mansion, constructed at the beginning of 
Southampton’s rise to social prominence. Though 
updated for a modern family, the house retains its 
original wraparound porches, bay windows, and 


other gracefully undulating projections. 


One of the more modern properties to be featured 
on the tour is the Tuscan Villa, which sits on 
2.7 acres of land, and has an exquisite waterfront 
view. More modern than the others featured, it 


represents the great array of newer houses built 
in the area. “Unfortunately, a lot of historic houses 
have been torn down, so we try to mix both modern 
and historic properties [into the tour],” says Tom 
Edmonds, Executive Director of the Southampton 
Historical Museum. 

The Hill House, a 19th Century farmhouse, has 
recently been renovated to include a modern interior, 
with contemporary artwork adorning the walls. As 
this farmhouse was once surrounded by potato 
fields, its history is entrenched in its exterior, 
while the modern updates accommodate for its 
current residential use. 

In contrast, the Butler’s Manor featured on 
the tour is a designated New York State historic 
property. Built in 1860 as the home of William 
Jagger, a descendant of an early Southampton 
settler, it now serves as a luxury bed and 
8 breakfast. Renovations to the building have been 
“strictly in the interests of preservation, and the 
| house retains its historic feel.

The house tour brings together an array of 
Southampton architecture to help celebrate its unique 
culture and intriguing history.

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Artisan Beer Meets Local Artist Seott Bluedorn

EF ollowing a whirlwind three months of inspiration 
and hard work, Greenport Harbor Brewing Co. 
launched a new line of bottled beers last week. The 
bottled offerings include Harbor Ale, Black Duck 
Porter, Other Side IPA and the seasonal Summer Ale, 
and each type of beer features a unique label with 
artwork by East End artist Scott Bluedorn. The labels 
are like nothing beer fans have seen before. 

Greenport Harbor has sold beer in kegs and 
growlers for years before finally bringing their 
bottling dreams to fruition in January, but it wasn’t 
until the brewery recruited Bluedorn that the bottles 
were truly complete and ready for market. _ 

It all happened quickly after co-owner Ann 
Vandenburgh saw Bluedorn’s “House of the Whale” 
illustration on the June 20, 2014 cover of Dan’s 
Papers. The black and white drawing—featuring 
an ancient, cedar shingle-covered whale floating 
above the sea with a house on its back—inspired 
Vandenburgh to see if it would work as a label. She 
conferred with fellow co-owner John Liegey, an 
experienced ad man and art director, who responded 
immediately to Bluedorn’s unique artistic flavor. 

For his part, Liegey says Bluedorn’s art ended what 
had been a long search for the right design for their 
labels. “I’ve been working on these labels since before 
I was born,” he jokes, noting that, before landing 
on Bluedorn’s art, he was ready to present eight 
different sample labels to his co-owners—Ann and 
Rich Vandenburgh, and his wife Betsy Liegey— 


but none of them felt quite 
right. Everything clicked 
when he saw “House of the 
Whale,” though, and Liegey 
had the label concept ready 
within about 15 minutes. “It 
was just such a cool image 
of that floating whale,” the 
art director says, pointing 
out that there’s no shortage 
of maritime art in the world, 
but Bluedorn’s was special. “It 
was so startling—it felt very 
Greenport to us.” 

Liegey wasn’t alone in his 
passion for the art. It was 
a unanimous decision to use 
Bluedorn’s work on the labels.

With input and guidance 
from Liegey, in less than three months Bluedorn 
created—in addition to the first whale drawing for 
the Harbor Ale—a surreal striped bass submarine 
for the Other Side IPA; a honeybee/seaplane hybrid 
for their honey-infused Summer Ale; and a duck/boat 
hybrid for the Black Duck Porter. 

The remaining bottle designs came easily, Liegey 
says, explaining that good art needs only simple 


design and text that won’t 
interfere with it. Each beer 
label has its own bold color 
with large, white lettering. 
Future releases will follow 
this formula, with new art and 
colors, such as orange for 
Leaf Pile, their fall seasonal 
beer. 

Bluedorn says he’s already 
hard at work on some new 
drawings, and he has at least 
one finished and ready to go.

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Stars Light Up Love Letters in Bridgehampton

he’s a poor little rich girl; he’s a steady-Eddy 

overachiever. Stick these two together at a fancy 
school where they tease and taunt and fall for each 
other, then follow their intimate correspondence 
for nearly 50 years. The letters comprise A.R. 
Gurney’s Love Letters, making for an evening of 
classy class-conflict at St. Ann’s Episcopal Church 
in Bridgehampton on May 8 and 9. Three-time Tony 
Award nominated Tony Walton directs. 

Terrance Fiore, an advertising exec-turned- 
actor, exudes confidence as the privileged Andrew 
Makepeace Ladd Ill. Fiore began acting in 2002 in 
_ Manhattan. He’s been in many plays, including The 
Diary of Ann Frank at Bay Street Theater, One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo’s Nest and more. He’s also done 
films, including Dark Was the Night, which premiered 
at the Lincoln Center Scary Movie Festival. 

Pia Lindstr6m captivates as Melissa Gardner, a 
beautiful, troubled woman. Lindstr6m, a former CBS 
correspondent, NBC news anchor and Emmy winner, 
currently hosts Pia Lindstrom Presents Sundays on 
Sirius XM Satellite Radio. Lindstr6ém shows us all 
facets of Melissa, first the spoiled child, then the 
emotionally complicated woman. “In broadcast, you 
are very clear and precise,” says Lindstrém. “You say 
what you believe is accurate. You’re being yourself.” 
But on the stage, “You’re being someone else.” It’s 
been a challenge, she says, playing Melissa, the girl 
who has everything in the world but still feels hollow 
inside. Then there’s the play’s time span: “I have to 


go from being a girl in the fourth grade to [an older 
woman ]...I definitely need [director] Tony Walton!” 

Walton has been an invaluable asset, from the 
acting to the production design. Costuming provides 
helpful details for the audience, as the stage is mostly 
bare. The play spans decades; styles change. Walton 
is credited with costuming Lindstrém’s mother, the 
iconic Ingrid Bergman—“whom | adored,” Walton 
notes—in her Academy Award-winning performance 
in Murder on the Orient Express. 

“TI was] thrilled to have been invited by Pia to 
become involved with these performances. Terry and 
Pia are wonderfully well-suited to their surprisingly 
demanding roles,” says Walton, “because they 
are seated with their scripts in hand, and there’s 
no conventional physical staging. However, each 
character moves through a full and complex lifetime, 
conveying the mercurial changes and unexpected 
developments that any one of us might experience in 
the course of our own lives.” 

For sophisticated humor, there is no one better 
than Gurney for having fun with the WASP upper- 
middle class. He’s written more than 40 plays that 
touch on class privilege, including The Cocktail 
Hour, Scenes from American Life, The Dining Room 


and more. Love Letters was first performed in 1989. ° 


Many stars have played these roles on Broadway, 
including Elizabeth Taylor, Carol Burnett, James Earl 
Jones and Jason Robards. 

Romance is inevitable as Melissa quips about 
Andrew’s buttoned-down attitude and tries to get 
him to loosen up, while he scoffs at her free-spirited

nature. And while there is great wit, Gurney’s play 
is, fundamentally, a drama. It explores relationships, 
making difficult decisions and regret. 

Both actors attend St. Ann’s Church. Fiore says 
that he came up with the idea of the church’s putting 
on a performance after seeing Mia Farrow and Brian 
Dennehy in Love Letters on Broadway last fall. The 
production has involved their entire community. 
Proceeds will go to charities supported by the 
church: Dominican Sisters Family Health Service, 
East End Hospice and Maureen’s Haven.
